112. (Previously presented) The method according to claim 1 1 1 wherein the method is 
a method of treating said subject for asthma. 

113. (Previously presented) The method according to claim 1 1 1 wherein the method is 
a method of treating said subject for allergic rhinitis.

121 . (New) A method for treating a subject for an allergic or hypersensitivity condition 
comprising administering to the subject an effective amount of EtxB that binds to GM1 
wherein the EtxB is co-administered with an allergen or antigen and is not coupled to 
said allergen or antigen. 

122. (New) The method according to claim 121 wherein the agent is administered mu- 
cosally, intravenously, intramuscularly or subcutaneously. 

123. (New) The method according to claim 122 wherein the method is a method of 
treating said subject for asthma, allergic rhinitis, atopic eczema, dermatitis, uticaria, or 
hives. 
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124 (New) The method according to claim 122 wherein the hypersensitivity condition 
is contact sensitivity.
